Farmers at the present time are

In making a germination test, a 
ereat deal of care should be exercised 
in picking the seed It is very im 
poriant that a representative example 
should be chosen, that is, large plump 
seeds should not be picked out from 
the cleaned seed, but a sample picked 
at fandom from the supply 

Tn all teste tt is recommended tha; 
200 seeds should be used. Place the 
tseeds in a shallow pai or dish be 
tween two layera of heavy blotting 
paper, which has been soaked in wa 
ter. The dish should be larke enough
